On October 5, 1992, Highpoint 
invited all students and fac¬ 
ulty members to participate 
in a poll to ascertain who 
would be elected president of 
the United States if we had 
our way. The results of that 
poll are as follows: 

Out of the 896 students who 
responded, there were 429 
votes for Gov. Bill Clinton 
and his running-mate, A1 
Gore; 176 votes for President 
George Bush and Vice Presi¬ 
dent Dan Quayle; 105 votes for 
Ross Perot; and 186 students 
were undecided. 

Of the 46 faculty members 
who responded, 21 voted for 
the Clinton ticket; 17 voted 
for the Bush team; 2 for Ross 
Perot; 6 were undecided.
